in by "set asides" which would 
have the effect of boosting shar- 
ly the price supports for wheat, 
corn and cotton.

WASHINGTON l«—For months 


you will be reading about argu- 
ments among members of Con4 
gress, and between members of 
Congress and officials of the Ei- 
senhower administration, on how 
much 
foreign aid .this country 


should provide. 


If you have trouble trying to 


decide from ^11 that's said who's 
right, you can take 
some 
com- 


fort from the thought that Con- 
gress Will be in the same dilem- 
ma. 


Just try to visualize 
$486,000- 


000 in the form of modern weap- 
ons, 
food, loans, grants and tech- 


nical 
advisers 
in 
such 
varied 


fields as sanitation and crop rais- 
ing. 


That's the amount, and the kind, 


of foreign aid program President 
Eisenhower yesterday asked Con- 
gress to approve. It all wouldn't 
tae spent in one year. Some would 
go for planning ahead. 


Then try to figure out 
whether 


the countries to which 
Eisenhow- 


er wants to give this aid really 
need all that, or less, and, if less, 
how much less. 


About the best 
you could 
do 


would be to guess, and hope the 
RUCSS was good. That's just about 
what Congress will have to do. 


Eisenhower starts out with at 


least one strike on him. Congress, 
as usual, will try to trim his re- 
quest, and no doubt will. 


Earlier this month some admin- 


istration officials were saying pri- 
vately Eisenhower will be lucky 
to wind up with congressional ap- 
proval of y/2 
billion dollars in- 


stead of the almost 
five billion 


which he asked for. 


Eisenhower asked Congresg, to 


give 
him 
limited 
authority 
to
